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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

Patents issued to Short et al (U.S. Patent Number 
6,636,894) hereinafter referred to as Short and Lim et al (U.S. 
Patent Number 5,884,024) hereinafter referred to as Lim 
p artially disclosed the invention as claimed . 

As also indicated in the last action, Short disclosed a 
system and method for redirecting ("providing forced redirecting 
for network login by redirecting a customer browser to a 
predetermined login procedure when a network equipment is turned 
on../' ) users with a valued computer service access to a network 
services by automatically redirecting a user to a login portal 
in order to access services from a destination network based on 
a user's profile stored in a user profile database. See col. 3, 
lines 41-67, Fig.l, col. 7, lines 54-67 - col. 8, lines 1-19 and 
col. 8, lines 43-67 - col. 9, lines 1-4. Short disclosed that a 
"user may be forwarded from the login page and returned to a 
portal page or directed to a destination address which can be an 
Internet destination address. Redirecting the user to a login 
page can include redirecting a browser located on the user's 
computer to the login page. Furthermore, redirecting the browser 
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located on the user's computer can include receiving a Hyper - 
Text Transfer Protocol (HTTP) request for the destination 
address and responding with an HTTP response corresponding to 
the login page". See col. 4, lines 22-31 . 

Further, Lim disclosed a DHCP (Dynamic Host Configuration 
Protocol) using a ^trusted identifier" and preventing a client 
network from accessing IP addresses leases of other client 
networks in the network by counting the IP addresses leases 
assigned preventing each client from attempting to lease 
additional IP address beyond a predetermined number of IP 
addresses. See Abstract and col. 2, lines 40-67 - col. 3, lines 
1-55. 

However, None of the prior art of record taken singularly 
or in combination taught or suggested a system for control and 
supervision of a residential control in a broadband network 
where an authentication server (DHCP) is supplied information 
regarding client terminal parameters from a third party namely 
membership policy server assuring/providing the authentication 
server with client address which can be connected with a unique 
port name in a broadband network to uniquely identify each and 
every single client in the broadband network in combination with 
providing abuse and anti- spoof protection by adjusting a border 
gateway control routing tables in real-time with respect to the 
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authentication server (DHCP) for auto -configuration and further 
providing real-time analyzing and detecting of unauthorized 
authentication (address translation) server (s) run by a 
client/customer and software which provides address translation* 

The functionalities are supported by the specification of the 
application disclosed* See Specification Page 3, Line 10 
through Page 6, Line 3 0 and Figure 1.
